Computer resources and accessibility aids are available at Robbins Library and Fox Branch 
Library in support of the Library’s mission. 


POLICY 


Use library computer resources, including the Internet, only for lawful purposes. 
Refrain from damaging or altering computer equipment, systems or software. 
Computers in the Children’s Room are reserved for use by children, and computers in 
the Teen area are for use by teens. 

e As with other library materials, use of the Internet is the responsibility of the individual, 
a parent or legal guardian. 

e The Library follows state and federal law regarding privacy of library users' records and 
information.
